By Promoting Food- Waste 
Weare of the opinion that the

ing corporations: : 

Their middlemen profits, that is to 
say, the profits which go as dividends 
to middlemen sharcholders, who are 
only dummy middlemen, but. who

distributing food: to the public’ nev-|Steat fature in Argentina,-asked my] amount of attention.” 


ertheless, these profits.are added ‘to 
the legitimate profits which the cor- 
porations. might expect to make on 
the actual cost of their . investment 
and their ‘operations. : 


High prices are having their ef- 


fect upon the food standards of the 


people, and unless steps are taken to 
assure the people of abundant food, 
Which largely depends upon reason- 
able prices, it will not be possible to 
carry'on the work‘ of the country, or 
the development of the population 
on-the scale required to keep Canada 
A an efficient factor in the fighting 
ine. 

Cold storage'was hailed as a bless- 
ing'at first, and we were told. that 
the cheap rates of summer would be 
continued during the winter. The 
corporations have reversed all this 
and made certain that the high prices 
of winter would be maintained all 
sumnicr. How. do they do it? Here 
is an instance, .A corporation goes 
into an orchard and buys the crop 
from the owner at so much a tree. 
When the apples are ripe the pickers 
and the packers comie!-along and 
gather ‘all the first-class fruit). The 
rest is Ieft on the trees or on the 
ground. The owner wants to know 
if he.can sell the second quality. The 
corporation says “No”; those apples 
belong to them: No-one must get 
them. ‘They can lie and rot. -They 
must not come in competition with 
the high-priced first-class apples, The 
public-is informed that. it is a bad 
season for apples, and 3t.2avs yore 
for apples -than. it does ior oranges. 

Another: instance: Tlic corporation 
dairies take the cream off the milk 
they buy (and they.do not. buy all 
the farmer can give them cvery day 
either) and as there is an ‘immense 
amount of -skim) milk, which is a 
highly nutritious food’ of great value 
to children and others, they’ dispose 
of that, so.as to keep it’ out of com- 
petition with 
high-priced milk, by pouring it into 
the sewers. ~ It would cost too much 
to distribute it, is the usual — plea. 
Some farmers get part. of it to feed 
calves and pigs. Less cream ‘and 
more milk would reduce the: price .of 
this commodity if public service and 
not profiteering were the cnd in view.

Defective Chimney a Common Cause 
of Fires 
| 


Defective chimneys are the great- 
est single source of fires. ‘The in- 
vestigation being conducted by the 
commission of conservation discloses 
the’ fact-that, for ‘the year 1916, of 
the places reporting, no Iess than 640 
fires weré:.due-to faulty. chimneys. 
This is’-exclusive of, fires ~ resulting 
from, dangerous stovepipes or chim- 
ney: sparks. 5 

Before winter weather: necessitates 
pressure upon the heating apparatus, 
the houscholder should: carefully- in- 
spect all chimneys, as well as stove 
and furnace pipes, and have them 
put in good condition. -Rarcly,- if 
ever, does the ocupant of a -House 
make an” examination of the. chim- 
ney where it passes through the at- 
tic.
